The Courts below have decided 
that they have no right to consider these Africans as pi¬ 
rates and robbers. If the sympathies of the government 
and the nation had been impartial, in what light would 
Ruiz and Montez have appeared. These Africans had 
been torn from their own country, shipped at Lomboko, 
against the laws of Spain, against Ihe laws of the Uni¬ 
ted States, against the laws of Nations,—as far as the 
United States, and Spain and Great Britain were *-on- 
cemed,—they were in fact and in law on the continua¬ 
tion of the original voyage, they were in a perishing 
condition, dropping dead from day to day, no less than 
sixteen having died of the treatment they received from 
Ruiz and Montez before they reached our shores, while 
during the last fourteen months not one has diet! in an 
Amencan prison. The moment they were restored to the 
absolute wants of human nature, furnished by the tender¬ 
ness of our laws, the mortality ceased, and they have 
cujoyed perfect health. At the great day of accounts, 
said Mr. A., who is to be responsible for the souls of 
those sixteen men that died. Ruiz claims them as Iris 
merchandise. 1', ho, in the closing hour of his life, 
would have those sixteen passing before his eyes and ex¬ 
claiming, “ Let me sit heavy on thy soul to-morrow.’ 
Who, then, were the oppressors and robbers from whom 
this vessel was rescued? Certainly not Montez and 
Ruiz. 

The article cannot epply to human beings. It says 
the ships and merchandise shall be restored entire. Is 
that treaty made between cannibal nations, and docs it 
intend to slipnlate that when human merchandise is re¬ 
stored, the legs and aims shall not be cut off! This sin¬ 
gle word “ entire ” is sufficient to exclude human beings 
from the scope of the article. But it says merchandise, 
icued from robbers. Who are the robbers, and what 
„ the merchandise? According to the construction of j 
the Spanish minister, the merchandise is the robbers, and 
the robbers are the merchandise; the merchandise was 
rescued out of its own hand, and the robbers were res¬ 
cued out of the hand of the merchandise. These Afri¬ 
cans arc themselves the robbers out of whoso hands they 
themselves have been rescued. Is this the meaning of | 
the treaty ?

At ihe usual hour for opening the Court this morning, 
none of the Judges were seen in the court-room, which 
was already filled with persons come to hear the contin¬ 
uation of Mr. Adams’ speech.

After having shown the absurdity of the pretext that 
the treaty afforded any ground for the surrender of the 
Africans as merchandize, or as a part of the cargo of the 
vessel, Mr. Adams-proceeded to examine the other argu¬ 
ments urged by M. Calderon de la Barca, upon the 
American Secretary of State, to induce him to send 
these unfortunate men to Cuba, to meet the justice of 
the Barracoons. One was, that if these men were suf¬ 
fered to go unpunished, after what they had done, it 
rould greatly endanger the safety of the island of Cuba,' 
where the citizens of the United States have so extensive 

trade, and where numbers of them own. properties, 
rhich they cultivate by the labor of slaves. I submit to 
your honors, said Mr. A,, that the Spanish minister has 
no right to appeal to the courts of this country to pass a 
particular sentence between parties before them, on the 
consideration of their personal interest, or that of other 
American citizen--, in slave property in Cuba. What 
will become of the liberties of this country, if our courts 
pass sentence affecting individual rights, upon 


The Spanish minister proceeds to say, that the in¬ 
fluence of capital punishment infiicled in this country, 
which he seems not to have entertained a doubt, would 
be promptly dealt out to these Africans, would not be 
attended with the same salutary effects, as if inflicted 
i Cnba. The indemnification, says he, which I offi- 
ially ask in that case to the owners ofthe slaves, would 
be but a slender compensation—for thongh the property 
of individuals might be unimpaired, the satisfaction due 
public justice is not accorded. And that, said Mr. 

is the reason why the President of the United States 
is to issue his lettrcs de cachet, and send these unfor¬ 
tunate individuals to Cuba. There are some other pas- 
ihis letter, said Mr. A., which I had rather your 
honors would read when you are together in your apart¬ 
ment for consultation. 1 hope the Coart will read them, 
but I had rather not trust myself lo comment opon them 
they deserve. Your honors, in the pursuit of JUS¬ 
TICE, will read them, and wilt see why I abstain from 

The Spanish minister concludes by referring to the 
readiness with which the Spanish authorities would ac¬ 
cord to citize,ns of the United Slates any fugitive slaves 
who might be found in the island of Cube. And was 
this, said Mr. A., an argument lobe addressed to the Se¬ 
cretary of Slate of the United Stales? Is it upon these 
principles that Ibis case is to he decided! Is it by the 
offer of such an equivalent that our Government is tn b< 
persuaded lo deliver over these unhappy men? “ If yot 
will deliver these negroes to me, for whose blood all lhe 
slave traders of Cuba thii 
Southern States who shall take refuge in the island of 
Cuba, will be readily given up.” What is this argu¬ 
ment. as addressed to the Secretary of State? It is, ilia! 
it would be a very easy thing for the Governor-General 
of Cuba to seize a fugitive slave, or pretended slave frot 
the South, and put him on board ofa vessel, and send 
him to one of Ihe Southern States. It may be so. It ap¬ 
pears from one of the authorities read by the learned 
Attorney-General, that this Governor has royal power— 
that he is in fact equal lo the king, and it may be easy 
for him to do such a thing to any man, black or while, 

• lave or free. But is that to be done by (lie President of 
the United Slates, or to be required of him? If it is, I 
should hope he would wait for some more explicit stipu¬ 
lations than appear in lhe treaty of 1795. It was quite 
enough, one would think, to require the President of the 
United States to keep these men safely, ami to send them 
back speedily, without making ihis — what shall I call 
qi—||)i$ offer—to send back the slaves of the South, if] 
the President will deliver up lliete Africans to tho au- 
I ihorilieeof Cuba. 

Now, may it please your honors, we are to inquire, 
what was it the duly of the Secretary of Stale In do. on! 

I receiving such a demand? What did he do? His firstl 
jact was to misrepresent the demand, and write lo the! 
District Attorney of tho United .Stales for Connecticut, 
■directing him lo persue a claim for these negroes to lie I 
I delivered up as properly, because tho Spanish minister I 
I had demanded them to be given up under the. treaty. I 
That is what he did, when it is apparent that the Span- 
lish minister had made no sucli demand, he ordered I 
I tho Disirict Attorney lo lake care that no decision of the I 
I District Court, or of any other, should place them bc- 
lyond the conlrol of the Execulive. That is what he did. I 
I And the consequence is, the appearance of this case he- J 
fore the Court. The Attorney of ihe United States pur¬ 
sued his orders. He slated in his libel, that the Spanish 
I minister had demanded the restoration of lhe ncgioesas 
I the properly uf Spanish subjects. And then, as if con-1 
scious that this process might not be sufficient to effect 
I the other branch of his instructions, to wit. to prevent! 
ilie negroes from being “placed beyond lhe control of] 
the Executive,” he added another claim, of his own ac¬ 
cord, as far as appears, that if the Court should find 
I'thcni not to he slaves, they should be placed at Ihe dis¬ 
posal of the President for a violation of (ho laws against 
I the slave hade. That was tlio execution of bis order to 
lake care that no Court should place them beyond tho 
I control ofthe Execulive. 

In a subsequent stage of tho proceedings, the District 
Attorney filed another libel, in which he left out this at- 
I (ernativc demand? Why was this? I can conceive of 
I no reason but lhai he had been so instructed by the Se¬ 
cretary of Slate. These instructions do not appear in 
I the printed documents coimpttnirated by the President 
I to Congress. But it does nut follow that nu such in-1 
Istruclions were given. That document is not a full 
I communication of all the papers in the case, as I know 
I of my own knowledge. The resolution calling for tile 
papers contained lhe usual exception of papers that can- 
Inot lie published consistently wilh the public interest— 
land nnder that exception, papers were kept back. The 
I amount is, however, that the Execulive did not choose 
I to bold itself responsible for that alternative demand. I 
This appears for the bringing of this appeal by the Uni¬ 
ted Slates. What has the United Slates appealed from?: 
The District Attorney knew that the libel, founded on 
ihe claim of lhe Spanish minister, falsified as that claim 
was by the Secretary, was nol sufficient to keep these 
I Africans from being placed beyond the control of the 
Executive, anti he therefore inserted the other count. 

Well, the Disirict Court examined the case, and dissi¬ 
pated every pretension that these negroes could lie held 
as merchandize. The only ladino, concerning whom 
there was any pretence that he was a slave, the Court 
decreed should lie given up. We do not appeal from 
that decree, although, I confess, had I been of counsel 
I in thatstage of Ihe proceedings, I should have been much 
disposed to appeal, on the ground that there is no nriicle 
in lhe treaty which by any possible conslrur 
ply to persons as merchandize, or that had any thing lo 
do with the restoiation of this boy. and the decree wt 
not warranted by law or treaty. Indeed, the Distri 
Judge seems to bare fell the same difficulty, for he it 
serted in his decree that the boy was desirous of return¬ 
ing, and as volenti non fit injuria , I reconcile my mind 
to that part of the decision, for I couIJ certainly have no 
possible motive to interfere with the wishes of the boy to 
return. And now, so strange, so singular is every thing 
that happens in connection wilh this case. I understand 
that the b.>y has not returned, but remains now in the 
custody of the officers ofthe court! And I feel bound, as 
an individual, lo protest against his being delivered up 
to the representatives of his late master on auy grounds 
arising out of the treaty, which, I maintain, has no t 
plication whatever to the case. 

And now, what answer ought the Secretary of Sti 
to have returned lo these demands? It was his duty 
stanlaneously to answer the Spanish ministet, by telling 
him that every one of his demands was utterly inadmis¬ 
sible, and that the President of the United Slates had it 
nol in his power te do any one of all the things he had 
required. He would nol deliver theship lo her owner— 
he was dead—there was no owner—.and there was no 
duly of the United Stales to dispose of the vessel in that 
manner. As to the question of salvage, that depended 
on the Court, before which the case was pending for trial 
according to law. The proclamation required of the 
President, or the declaration that no court of the United 
Stales had authority to try the case, was not only inad¬ 
missible, but an offensive demand—it was calling upon 
the President to usurp a control over the judiciary, which 
he could not exercise but by the overthrow of the whole 
Constitution, generally and in every particular, all the 
rights of the nation, and all the rights of the si 
And as lo the delivering up of the negroes, that 
equally inadmissible, for the President has no such pow- 

(o arrest or deliver up any person whatever. 

But this demand is insignificant in comparison with 
the other—that the President should himself send them 
beyond the sea for trial. He should have called upon 
the Spanish Ambassador to name an instance in the his¬ 
tory of nations, where such a demand had been made by 
any government of another and independent nation. 'To 
' 1 e President of the United States, not the head of 

i, but a constable, a catchpole—a character not 
to be named in gentlemanly language? Yet, that 
this demand makes of the President of the Uni¬ 
ted States. A ml the Secretary should have set the Span- 
right with regard to the tribunal before which 
these questions were pending, by showing him that it 
was not a Stale Court, but a Court of the United Stales, 
silting in the District of Connecticut. And now, from 
that day to this, the Secretary of State has nevet ans¬ 
wered one of these demands, nor arrested one of these 
misapprehensions, nor asserted the rights and the honor 
of the nation against one of these most extraordinary, 
inadmissible, and insolent demands. He has degraded 
the country in (he face of the whole civilized world, not 
only by allowing these demands to remain unanswered, 
but by proceeding, I am obliged to say, throughout the 

ransaetion, as if the Execulive were earnestly de- 
eomply wilfi every one of the demand- 


oi the courts, before which the Secretary professes to b. 
--ecuting tile claim ol tbia very minister! 

Why does the Spanish minister persist in such inadt 
missible pretensions? It is because they were not met 
in limine in a proper manner—because he was not told 
instantly, without the delay of an hocr, that this gov- 
emtnent could never admit such claims, and would be 
uied if they were repealed, or any portion of them, 
all these claims, inonsltous, absurd, and inadtnissi- 
ts they are, have been urged and repeated for eight- 
months. upon our government, and an American 
Secretary of State evades answering any of (hem— 
vades it lo such an extent that the Spanish minister 
roaches him for not meeting his arguments!

station,'that it was his well-settled and unchangeable o- 
pinion, that there is no power, direct or indirect, in Con¬ 
gress or the General Government, to interfere, in any 
I manner whatever , in the slightest degree, with the sub¬ 
ject of slavery or the institutions of the South. A 
declaration so broad, so complete, so unequivocal, so em¬ 
phatic, proceeding from such a man. in such a presence, 
could nothin make a profound impression. I hese 
memorable words are on record. They were taken down 
at the lime, and they have been given to the world un¬ 
der the revision of Senator himself. Here, then, is the 
authentic evidence of the deliberate and final opinions 
of that distinguished gentleman on the whole of this 
delicate subject, and it is but an act of justice that lie 
should be tried by them. (Amen. So say we all. Noth¬ 
ing could be more characteristic, than the language and 


"He believes in the abstract tight of petition—so does 
Mr. Clay.

He expresses even the strongest doubts whether 
Congress has any power under the Constitution to leg¬ 
islate on the subject at all. He goes even further than 
many of the best and most patriotic men of Virginia.” 

'Phis is fortified hy ex tracts from Mr. Granger's speech¬ 
es, al different times, which, if they show nothing else, 
show that it was time the abolitionists of Ontario had 
somebody else to vote for. In his speech on Patton’s 
Gag, Dee. 22d, 1836, aud now brought forward to sat- 
isfy slaveholding Virginia that he is a suitable person tc 
he a member of Gen. Harrison'a cabinet, he says: 

“Sir—T hold the abolitionists ofthe North in nc 
higher respect than I do Ihe gentlemen from South Car¬ 
olina, or from any other section of the country. There 
are many of them for whose motives I have no respci 
—there are others whoso motives are honest, hut to 
whom, misguided as they are, [ would say—‘Stay your 
hands—you must nol scatter fire-brands, arrows and 
death, and say we are in sport.’ Of them, I say, deal 
with them under the constitution and laws of the land as 
you think proper, but when I am called upon to confound 
these petitioners wilh such persons, I feel it my duty to 
enter my protest. 

“Differing as I do from my constituents, I have tteve i 
entertained but one opinion, and that is. even if the con¬ 
stitutional right exists, which I doubt strongly, thcre i> 
no question of policy, now exiling, which should call 
for legislation on this suject.” 

On lhe 20th Fcb„ 1837, when Mr. Adams raised the 
question whether slaves have a right to petition, Mr. 
Granger said: 

“He had no disguise on this subject. Let any man 
present here a petition from slaves in refrrrcncc to the 
abolition of slavery, and ha would tie the first mart to re¬ 
cord his vote that no such right of petition existed. The 
institutions of our country bad been so established that 
if the tight of slaves to appear in this Hall and petition 
for their freedom was acknowledged, from that day thcre 
would l>e nothing but a continued scene of anarchy and 
confusion.”
